A BILL FOR

An Act modifying Iowa’s human services and education systems1

to ensure that children start school ready to learn and2

to increase Iowa’s student achievement rates, making3

appropriations to the department of education and for4

deposit in funds under the control of the department, and5

including effective date and applicability provisions.6

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:7
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DIVISION I1

MANDATORY CHILD CARE REGISTRATION2

Section 1. Section 135.173A, subsection 4, paragraph e,3

Code Supplement 2011, is amended by striking the paragraph.4

Sec. 2. Section 142D.2, subsection 13, Code 2011, is amended5

to read as follows:6

13. “Place of employment” means an area under the control of7

an employer and includes all areas that an employee frequents8

during the course of employment or volunteering, including but9

not limited to work areas, private offices, conference and10

meeting rooms, classrooms, auditoriums, employee lounges and11

cafeterias, hallways, medical facilities, restrooms, elevators,12

stairways and stairwells, and vehicles owned, leased, or13

provided by the employer unless otherwise provided under this14

chapter. “Place of employment” does not include a private15

residence, unless the private residence is used as a child16

care facility, a child care home, or as a health care provider17

location.18

Sec. 3. Section 142D.2, subsection 16, paragraphs t and u,19

Code 2011, are amended to read as follows:20

t. Private residences only when used as a child care21

facility, a child care home, or health care provider location.22

u. Child care facilities and child care homes.23

1. Private residences, unless used as a child care facility,26

child care home, or a health care provider location.27

development home, or a child care home as defined in section31

237A.1.32

Sec. 6. Section 237A.1, subsection 6, Code Supplement 2011,33

is amended by striking the subsection.34

Sec. 7. Section 237A.1, subsections 7 and 11, Code35
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Supplement 2011, are amended to read as follows:1

7. “Child development home” means a person or program2

registered under section 237A.3A that may provide child care to3

six one or more children at any one time.4

11. “Involvement with child care” means licensed or5

registered under this chapter, employed in a child care6

facility, residing in a child care facility, receiving public7

funding for providing child care, or providing child care as8

a child care home provider, or residing in a with a person9

receiving public funding for providing child care home.10

“Relative” means an adult person who13

is, or was at any time, one of the following relatives of a14

c. Great-great-grandparent.19

d. Stepparent, but not the parent of the stepparent.20

e. Sibling.21

f. Stepsibling.22

g. Sibling by at least the half blood.23

h. Uncle or aunt by at least the half blood.24

i. Great-uncle or great-aunt.25

j. Great-great-uncle or great-great-aunt.26

k. First cousin.27

l. Nephew or niece.28

m. Second cousin.29

a. A person shall not establish or operate a child32

development home unless the person obtains a certificate of33

registration. However, a relative who provides child care34

to only related children or a person providing child care to35
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only children from a single unrelated family is not required1

to obtain a certificate of registration under this section.2

The department shall issue a certificate of registration upon3

receipt of a statement from the person or upon completion of4

an inspection conducted by the department or a designee of the5

department verifying that the person complies with applicable6

rules adopted by the department pursuant to this section and7

section 237A.12.8

Sec. 10. Section 237A.3B, Code 2011, is amended to read as9

follows:10

237A.3B Smoking prohibited.11

Smoking, as defined in section 142D.2, shall not be12

permitted in a child care facility or child care home.13

Sec. 11. Section 237A.5, subsection 2, paragraph a,14

subparagraph (1), subparagraph division (e), Code 2011, is15

(e) The person will reside or resides in a child care home17

that with a person who is not registered under this chapter but18

that receives public funding for providing child care.19

being considered for employment by a child care facility or23

section 135C.33 as necessary to conduct a criminal and child28

abuse record check of the individual in this state. A copy of29

the results of the record check conducted through the single30

contact repository shall also be provided to the department.31

If the record check indicates the individual is a person32

subject to an evaluation, the child care facility or child care33

home may request that the department perform an evaluation as34

provided in this subsection. Otherwise, the individual shall35
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not be employed by the child care facility or child care home.1

Section 237A.5, subsection 2, paragraph d,2

subparagraph (2), Code 2011, is amended to read as follows:3

(2) Except as otherwise provided by law, the cost of a4

national criminal history check conducted in accordance with5

subparagraph (1) and the state record checks conducted in6

accordance with paragraph “c” that are conducted in connection7

with a person’s involvement with a child care center are not8

the responsibility of the department. The department is9

responsible for the cost of such checks conducted in connection10

with a person’s involvement with a child development home or11

child care home.12

(b) Except for child development home providers who16

voluntarily license and are addressed by subparagraph division17

development home or child care home throughout the period.23

care home person applying for or receiving public funding for28

providing child care, that an evaluation will be conducted to29

determine whether prohibition of the person’s involvement with30

child care is warranted.31

home, or for receipt of public funding for providing child2

care, a person subject to an evaluation has been convicted of3

a controlled substance offense under chapter 124 or has been4

found to have committed physical abuse, the person shall be5

prohibited from involvement with child care for a period of6

five years from the date of conviction or founded abuse. After7

the five-year prohibition period, the person may submit an8

application for registration or licensure under this chapter,9

or to receive public funding for providing child care or may10

request an evaluation, and the department shall perform an11

evaluation and, based upon the criteria in paragraph “g”, shall12

determine whether prohibition of the person’s involvement with13

child care continues to be warranted.14

Sec. 17. Section 237A.5, subsection 2, paragraph j, Code15

j. If it has been determined that a child receiving child17

care from a child care facility or a child care home from a18

person who receives public funding for providing child care19

the administrator shall provide notification at the time of25

the determination to the parents, guardians, and custodians of26

children receiving care from the child care facility or child27

care home person who receives public funding for providing28

child care. A notification made under this paragraph shall29

identify the type of abuse but shall not identify the victim or30

perpetrator or circumstances of the founded abuse.31

the definition of child care in section 237A.1.12

person who establishes, conducts, manages, or operates a child16

Each day of continuing violation after21

conviction, or notice from the department by certified mail of22

the violation, is a separate offense. A single charge alleging23

continuing violation may be made in lieu of filing charges for24

each day of violation.25

Each day of32

continuing violation after conviction, or notice from the33

department by certified mail of the violation, is a separate34

offense. A single charge alleging continuing violation may be35
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made in lieu of filing charges for each day of violation.1

determined by adding together the regular program district7

cost per pupil for a year and the special education support8

services district cost per pupil for that year as calculated9

Section 257.9, subsections 7 and 10, Code 2011, are11

amended to read as follows:12

7. Professional development supplement state cost per pupil.13

a. For the budget year beginning July 1, 2009, for the14

professional development supplement state cost per pupil, the15

department of management shall add together the professional16

development allocation made to each district for the fiscal17

year beginning July 1, 2008, pursuant to section 284.13,18

subsection 1, paragraph “d”, Code 2009, and divide that sum19

by the statewide total budget enrollment for the fiscal year20

beginning July 1, 2009.21

b. The professional development supplement state cost22

per pupil for the budget year beginning July 1, 2010, and23

succeeding budget years beginning before July 1, 2012, shall24

be the amount calculated by the department of management under25

this subsection for the base year plus an allowable growth26

amount that is equal to the professional development supplement27

categorical state percent of growth, pursuant to section28

257.8, subsection 2, for the budget year, multiplied by the29

amount calculated by the department of management under this30

subsection for the base year.31

c. The professional development supplement state cost per32

pupil for the budget year beginning July 1, 2012, shall be33

the amount calculated by the department of management under34

this subsection for the base year, plus sixty dollars, plus35
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an allowable growth amount that is equal to the professional1

development supplement categorical state percent of growth,2

pursuant to section 257.8, subsection 2, for the budget year,3

multiplied by the amount calculated by the department of4

management under this subsection for the base year.5

d. The professional development supplement state cost6

per pupil for the budget year beginning July 1, 2013, and7

succeeding budget years, shall be the amount calculated by8

the department of management under this subsection for the9

base year plus an allowable growth amount that is equal to10

the professional development supplement categorical state11

percent of growth, pursuant to section 257.8, subsection 2, for12

the budget year, multiplied by the amount calculated by the13

department of management under this subsection for the base14

year.15

10. Area education agency professional development supplement16

state cost per pupil.17

a. For the budget year beginning July 1, 2009, for the area18

education agency professional development supplement state cost19

per pupil, the department of management shall add together the20

professional development allocation made to each area education21

agency for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2008, pursuant to22

section 284.13, subsection 1, paragraph “d”, Code 2009, and23

divide that sum by the statewide special education support24

services weighted enrollment for the fiscal year beginning July25

1, 2009.26

b. The area education agency professional development27

supplement state cost per pupil for the budget year beginning28

July 1, 2010, and succeeding budget years beginning before29

July 1, 2012, shall be the amount calculated by the department30

of management under this subsection for the base year plus31

an allowable growth amount that is equal to the professional32

development supplement categorical state percent of growth,33

pursuant to section 257.8, subsection 2, for the budget year,34

multiplied by the amount calculated by the department of35
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management under this subsection for the base year.1

c. The area education agency professional development2

supplement state cost per pupil for the budget year beginning3

July 1, 2012, shall be the amount calculated by the department4

of management under this subsection for the base year, plus5

three dollars, plus an allowable growth amount that is equal6

to the professional development supplement categorical state7

percent of growth, pursuant to section 257.8, subsection 2, for8

the budget year, multiplied by the amount calculated by the9

department of management under this subsection for the base10

year.11

d. The area education agency professional development12

supplement state cost per pupil for the budget year beginning13

July 1, 2013, and succeeding budget years, shall be the14

amount calculated by the department of management under this15

subsection for the base year plus an allowable growth amount16

that is equal to the professional development supplement17

categorical state percent of growth, pursuant to section18

257.8, subsection 2, for the budget year, multiplied by the19

amount calculated by the department of management under this20

subsection for the base year.21

Sec. 29. Section 257.10, subsection 10, paragraph a, Code22

2011, is amended to read as follows:23

a. (1) For the budget year beginning July 1, 2009,24

the department of management shall divide the professional25

development allocation made to each district for the fiscal26

year beginning July 1, 2008, pursuant to section 284.13,27

subsection 1, paragraph “d”, Code 2009, by the district’s28

budget enrollment in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009,29

to determine the professional development supplement cost per30

pupil.31

(2) For the budget year beginning July 1, 2010, and32

succeeding budget years beginning before July 1, 2012, the33

professional development supplement district cost per pupil34

for each school district for a budget year is the professional35
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development supplement district cost per pupil for the base1

year plus the professional development supplement state2

allowable growth amount for the budget year.3

(3) For the budget year beginning July 1, 2012, the4

professional development supplement district cost per pupil5

for each school district for a budget year is the professional6

development supplement district cost per pupil for the base7

year plus the professional development supplement state8

allowable growth amount for the budget year, plus sixty9

dollars.10

to section 284.13, subsection 1, paragraph “d”, Code 2009, by24

the special education support services weighted enrollment25

in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2009, to determine the26

professional development supplement cost per pupil.27

(2) For the budget year beginning July 1, 2010, and28

succeeding budget years beginning before July 1, 2012, the area29

education agency professional development supplement district30

cost per pupil for each area education agency for a budget31

year is the area education agency professional development32

supplement district cost per pupil for the base year plus the33

area education agency professional development supplement state34

allowable growth amount for the budget year.35
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(3) For the budget year beginning July 1, 2012, the area1

education agency professional development supplement district2

cost per pupil for each area education agency for a budget3

year is the area education agency professional development4

supplement district cost per pupil for the base year plus the5

area education agency professional development supplement6

state allowable growth amount for the budget year, plus three7

dollars.8

(4) For the budget year beginning July 1, 2013, and9

succeeding budget years, the area education agency professional10

development supplement district cost per pupil for each area11

education agency for a budget year is the area education agency12

professional development supplement district cost per pupil13

for the base year plus the area education agency professional14

development supplement state allowable growth amount for the15

budget year.16

Sec. 31. Section 284.6, subsections 3 and 8, Code Supplement17

2011, are amended to read as follows:18

3. A school district shall incorporate a district19

professional development plan into the district’s comprehensive20

school improvement plan submitted to the department in21

accordance with section 256.7, subsection 21. The district22

professional development plan shall include a description of23

the means by which the school district will provide access24

to all teachers in the district to professional development25

programs or offerings that meet the requirements of subsection26

1. The plan shall align all professional development with27

the school district’s long-range student learning goals and28

the Iowa teaching standards. The plan shall indicate the29

school district’s approved professional development provider30

or providers. The plan shall provide, for the fiscal year31

beginning July 1, 2012, and each fiscal year thereafter, an32

amount of time for professional development equivalent to the33

amount of time the school district provided for professional34

development for teachers for the 2011-2012 school year plus the35
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equivalent of at least three additional contract days.1

8. a. For each year in which a school district receives2

and area education agency receive funds calculated and3

paid to school districts and area education agencies for4

professional development pursuant to section 257.10, subsection5

10, or section 257.37A, subsection 2, the school district6

and area education agency shall create quality professional7

development opportunities. The goal for the use of the funds8

is to provide one additional contract day or the equivalent9

thereof for professional development and use of the funds is10

limited to providing professional development to teachers,11

including additional salaries for time beyond the normal12

negotiated agreement; pay for substitute teachers, professional13

development materials, speakers, and professional development14

content; and costs associated with implementing the individual15

professional development plans. The use of the funds shall16

be balanced between school district, attendance center,17

and individual professional development plans, making every18

reasonable effort to provide equal access to all teachers.19

b. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, and each20

succeeding fiscal year in which a school district and area21

education agency receive funds calculated and paid to school22

districts and area education agencies for professional23

development pursuant to section 257.10, subsection 10,24

or section 257.37A, subsection 2, the school district and25

area education agency shall provide an amount of time for26

professional development equivalent to the amount of time27

the school district and area education agency provided for28

professional development for teachers for the 2011-2012 school29

year plus the equivalent of at least three additional contract30

days.31

Sec. 32. STATE MANDATE FUNDING SPECIFIED. In accordance32

with section 25B.2, subsection 3, the state cost of requiring33

compliance with any state mandate included in this division34

of this Act shall be paid by a school district from state35
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school foundation aid received by the school district under1

section 257.16. This specification of the payment of the state2

cost shall be deemed to meet all of the state funding-related3

requirements of section 25B.2, subsection 3, and no additional4

state funding shall be necessary for the full implementation of5

this division of this Act by and enforcement of this division6

of this Act against all affected school districts.7

DIVISION III8

GENERAL EDUCATION PROVISIONS9

Sec. 33. Section 256C.5, subsection 1, paragraph c, Code10

Supplement 2011, is amended to read as follows:11

c. “Preschool budget enrollment” means the figure that12

is equal to fifty sixty percent of the actual enrollment of13

eligible students in the preschool programming provided by14

a school district approved to participate in the preschool15

program on October 1 of the base year, or the first Monday in16

October if October 1 falls on a Saturday or Sunday.17

Sec. 34. Section 257.31, subsection 5, unnumbered paragraph18

1, Code Supplement 2011, is amended to read as follows:19

If a district has unusual circumstances, creating an unusual20

need for additional funds, including but not limited to the21

circumstances enumerated in paragraphs “a” through “n” “o”,22

the committee may grant supplemental aid to the district from23

any funds appropriated to the department of education for the24

use of the school budget review committee for the purposes of25

this subsection. The school budget review committee shall26

review a school district’s unexpended fund balance prior to27

any decision regarding unusual finance circumstances. Such28

aid shall be miscellaneous income and shall not be included in29

district cost. In addition to or as an alternative to granting30

supplemental aid the committee may establish a modified31

allowable growth for the district by increasing its allowable32

growth. The school budget review committee shall review a33

school district’s unspent balance prior to any decision to34

increase modified allowable growth under this subsection.35
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Sec. 35. Section 257.31, subsection 5, Code Supplement1

2011, is amended by adding the following new paragraph:2

NEW PARAGRAPH. o. Unusual need for additional funds for3

returning dropout and dropout prevention programming pursuant4

to section 257.41, subsection 1.5

Sec. 36. Section 257.38, subsection 2, Code 2011, is amended6

to read as follows:7

2. Program plans shall identify the parts of the plan that8

will be implemented first upon approval of the request. If9

a district is requesting to use modified allowable growth to10

finance the program, the school district shall not identify11

more than five seven percent of its budget enrollment for the12

budget year as returning dropouts and potential dropouts.13

Sec. 37. Section 257.41, Code 2011, is amended to read as14

follows:15

257.41 Funding for programs for returning dropouts and16

dropout prevention.17

1. Budget. a. The budget of an approved program for18

returning dropouts and dropout prevention for a school19

district, after subtracting funds received from other sources20

for that purpose, shall be funded annually on a basis of21

one-fourth or more from the district cost of the school22

district and up to three-fourths by an increase in allowable23

growth as defined in section 257.8. Annually, the department24

of management shall establish a modified allowable growth for25

each such school district equal to the difference between the26

approved budget for the program for returning dropouts and27

dropout prevention for that district and the sum of the amount28

funded from the district cost of the school district plus funds29

received from other sources.30

b. If the board of directors of a school district determines31

that funding provided under paragraph “a” is insufficient to32

meet the returning dropout and dropout prevention programming33

needs of the school district, the board may submit a request34

for additional modified allowable growth to the school budget35
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review committee under section 257.31, subsection 5, paragraph1

“o”.2

2. Appropriate uses of funding. Appropriate uses of the3

returning dropout and dropout prevention program funding4

include but are not limited to the following:5

a. Salary and benefits for instructional staff,6

instructional support staff, and school-based youth services7

staff who are working with students who are participating8

in dropout prevention programs, alternative programs, and9

alternative schools if the staff person’s time is dedicated to10

working with returning dropouts or students who are deemed,11

at any time during the school year, to be at risk of dropping12

out, in order to provide services beyond those services which13

are provided by the school district to students who are not14

identified as at risk of dropping out. However, if the staff15

person works part-time with students who are participating in16

returning dropout and dropout prevention programs, alternative17

programs, and alternative schools and has another unrelated18

staff assignment, only the portion of the staff person’s time19

that is related to the returning dropout and dropout prevention20

program, alternative program, or alternative school may be21

charged to the program.22

b. Professional development for all teachers and staff23

working with at-risk students and programs involving dropout24

prevention strategies.25

c. Research-based resources, materials, software, supplies,26

and purchased services that meet all of the following criteria:27

(1) Meet the needs of kindergarten through grade twelve28

students identified as at risk of dropping out and of returning29

dropouts.30

(2) Are beyond those provided by the regular school program.31

(3) Are necessary to provide the services listed in the32

school district’s dropout prevention plan.33

(4) Will remain with the kindergarten through grade twelve34

returning dropout and dropout prevention program.35
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d. Up to five percent of the total budgeted amount received1

pursuant to subsection 1, paragraph “a”, may be used for2

purposes of providing district-wide or building-wide returning3

dropout and dropout prevention programming targeted to students4

who are not deemed at risk of dropping out.5

EXPLANATION13

This bill modifies Iowa’s human services and education14

systems to ensure that children start school ready to learn and15

to increase Iowa’s student achievement rates.16

DIVISION I. The bill requires registration of home child17

care providers. Code section 237A.1, providing definitions,18

is amended to define the term “relative” to mean an adult19

person who is, or was at any time, one of a child’s relatives20

that is listed in the bill, by means of blood relationship,21

marriage, or adoption, or is a spouse of one of the relatives22

listed in the bill. The list of relatives includes siblings,23

grandparents, cousins, aunts, and uncles.24

Under current law in Code section 237A.3, a person or program25

providing child care to five children or fewer at any one time26

is a child care home provider and is not required to register27

under Code section 237A.3A as a child development home. The28

bill repeals Code section 237A.3 and revises the definition of29

child development home to mean care provided to one or more30

children. The bill provides an exemption to the registration31

requirement for a relative who provides child care to only32

related children or a person providing child care to only33

children from a single unrelated family.34

References to the term “child care home” are eliminated in35
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various Code provisions.1

DIVISION II. The bill provides for an increase in the2

amount generated by the professional development supplement3

categorical under the school aid formula, calculated to4

provide school districts with funding for three additional days5

of professional development, which the bill directs school6

districts to include in their district professional development7

plan. The bill includes technical and conforming changes.8

The division may include a state mandate as defined in Code9

section 25B.3. The division requires that the state cost of10

any state mandate included in the division be paid by a school11

district from state school foundation aid received by the12

school district under Code section 257.16. The specification13

is deemed to constitute state compliance with any state mandate14

funding-related requirements of Code section 25B.2. The15

inclusion of this specification is intended to reinstate the16

requirement of political subdivisions to comply with any state17

mandates included in the division.18

DIVISION III. The bill amends the term “preschool budget19

enrollment”, effective upon enactment, to mean 60 percent of20

the actual enrollment of eligible students in the preschool21

programming provided by a school district for budget years22

beginning July 1, 2012. The general assembly reduced the23

percentage amount from 60 percent to 50 percent in the 201124

legislative session for budget years beginning on or after July25

1, 2011. The term “preschool budget enrollment” is used in26

determining the amount of preschool foundation aid a school27

district may receive.28

The bill increases from five to seven the percentage of its29

budget enrollment that the district identifies as returning30

dropouts and potential dropouts when requesting to use modified31

allowable growth to finance programs for returning dropouts and32

dropout prevention. The bill also specifies the appropriate33

uses of such funding by school districts, including salary and34

benefits for instructional staff, instructional support staff,35
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and school-based youth services staff who are working with1

students who are participating in dropout prevention programs,2

alternative programs, and alternative schools if the staff3

person’s time is dedicated to working with returning dropouts4

or students who are deemed to be at risk of dropping out, to5

provide services beyond those provided by the school district6

to students generally; professional development for all7

teachers and staff working with at-risk students and programs8

involving dropout prevention strategies; and research-based9

resources, materials, software, supplies, and purchased10

services that meet criteria specified in the bill.11

The bill allows the school board to submit a request to12

the school budget review committee for additional modified13

allowable growth if the funds generated under Code section14

257.41 are insufficient to meet the dropout programming needs15

of the district. The bill also permits school districts to use16

up to 5 percent of the total amount of the funds received that17

are generated by a formula established in Code, for purposes of18

providing district-wide or building-wide returning dropout and19

dropout prevention programming targeted to students who are not20

deemed at risk of dropping out.21

The bill creates two funds in the state treasury under the22

control of the department of education: (1) The pathways for23

academic career and employment fund for projects developed24

under the pathways for academic career and employment program25

and provides a standing appropriation of $3 million to the26

fund; and (2) A gap tuition assistance fund for purposes of27

the gap tuition assistance program, and provides a standing28

appropriation of $2 million to the fund.29

The bill also allows funds in the workforce training and30

economic development funds to be used for development and31

implementation of the national career readiness certificate32

and the skills certification system endorsed by the national33

association of manufacturers.34

The bill increases administrator licensing requirements by35
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providing that applicants for a standard license must have1

at least five years of successful classroom experience as a2

licensed teacher.3

The bill requires that a school district’s professional4

development plan provide, beginning July 1, 2012, and each5

year thereafter, three more contract days for professional6

development than the district provided in school year7

2011-2012.8

The bill raises the compulsory school attendance age from 169

to 18. The bill requires each school district to make every10

effort to prevent students from dropping out of school, and to11

align and maximize funding streams that may be used to support12

students who are at risk of dropping out of school.13

The bill includes technical amendments to eliminate a14

reference to the compulsory attendance age for purposes of dual15

enrollment.16

The department of transportation is directed to reinstate,17

upon receipt of proof of high school graduation from a person18

whose intermediate or full driver’s license was suspended or19

revoked because the person was truant, the person’s license for20

a fee of $25, notwithstanding a current Code provision that21

permits the department to charge a fee of $20 for reinstatement22

of a license.23

The total approved amount of school tuition organization tax24

credits for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 2012,25

is currently $8.75 million. The bill sets the amount for tax26

years beginning on or after January 1, 2014, at $10 million.27

The division may include a state mandate as defined in28

Code section 25B.3. The division requires that the state29

cost of any state mandate included in the division be paid by30

a school district from state school foundation aid received31

by the school district under Code section 257.16 and moneys32

appropriated in the division. The specification is deemed33

to constitute state compliance with any state mandate34

funding-related requirements of Code section 25B.2. The35
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inclusion of this specification is intended to reinstate the1

requirement of political subdivisions to comply with any state2

mandates included in the division.3

DIVISION IV. The bill appropriates for the 2012-2013 fiscal4

year $22,364,434 to the department of education for deposit in5

the school ready children grants account of the early childhood6

Iowa fund. As in years past, the amount appropriated must be7

used for family support services and parent education programs8

targeted to families expecting a child or with newborn and9

infant children through age five and shall be distributed using10

the distribution formula approved by the early childhood Iowa11

state board and shall be used by an early childhood Iowa area12

board only for family support services and parent education13

programs targeted to families expecting a child or with newborn14

and infant children through age five.15

The bill also appropriates $1 million to the department16

for FY 2012-2013 for implementation of after school pilot17

programs at the 10 school district attendance centers whose18

average composite scores on the Iowa test of educational19

development accounted for the lowest average composite scores20

for attendance centers statewide in subject areas and at grade21

levels as determined by the department. Moneys appropriated22

may be expended for the same purposes as provided under a23

before and after school grant program established in Code24

section 256.26, but may also be used to provide health care25

services for pilot program volunteers who until retirement were26

employed full-time by the state or a political subdivision as27

police or fire fighters or to provide human services programs28

and services to the public. The department shall prepare a29

report summarizing the pilot program results and comparing them30

to student academic achievement gains in similar attendance31

centers in school districts that did not participate in the32

program, and shall submit the report to the general assembly by33

July 1, 2015.34

In addition, the bill appropriates $250,000 to the35
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department for issuance of a contract to study the1

effectiveness of the state’s prekindergarten through grade 122

educational program. The department shall issue a request3

for proposals to select a qualified provider who shall4

track from age 18 to age 21 a random sampling of students5

who were enrolled only in Iowa school districts until high6

school graduation. The department shall submit a copy of the7

provider’s report, along with the department’s findings and8

recommendations, to the general assembly not later than October9

1, 2017.10

Finally, the bill appropriates from the general fund of the11

state to the department of education for the 2012-2013 fiscal12

year $1.5 million for purposes of administering, providing13

test materials, scoring of examinations, and issuance of high14

school equivalency diplomas under Code chapter 259A, adult15

basic education programs offered by community colleges, and16

the continued implementation of the adult literacy for the17

workforce in Iowa program administered by the department;18

$1.5 million for deposit in the statewide work-based learning19

intermediary network fund; and $12 million to the workforce20

training and economic development funds.21
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
